THE situation with regard to labor 
In British Columbia is receiving 
the close attention of Finance 
Minister Tatlow and other members 
of the provincial government. Not 
only lias the former commissioned R. 
M. Palmer, who Is in charge of an ex- 
hibit of fruit from this province, to in- 
vestigate the possibility of bringing 
throgh the instrumentality of the Sal- 
vation Army; but he has written the 
agent-general of British Columbia In 
London, Hon. J. H. Tu'rner, to look 
into the matter. Hon. Mr, Tatlow 
wrote the latter official some time ago, 
and has received a reply which con- 
tains gratifying information to all 
those anxious that an early and satis- 
factory solution of the problem should 
be reached. 

Mr. Turner says there is no doubt 
that many of the desired class can be 
induced to go to British Columbia. The 
English laborers, he says, have had 
their attention directed towards the 
Canadian West as a result of the 
splendid displays of fruit which have 
been shown at the Royal Horticultural 
Association's exhibition. Formerly 
their whole thought was of the terri- 
tories. They had heard of the im- 
mense wheat crops of the prairie prov- 
inces, of the fortunes that could be 
made by engaging In agricultural pur- 
suits in that section, but they knew 
nothing of the splendid opening for 
those desiring to enter Into the culture 
of fruit in British Columbia. Now 
they are beginning to realize this, and 
Mr, Turner is receiving more and more 
Inquiries, regarding the Pacific Coast. 
In nccordanco with the wish of the 
Minister of Agriculture, he had made 
a thorough investigation Into the mat- 
ter and felt confident that large num- 
bers could be Induced to come to this 
province providing arrangements could 
be made for cheaper rates. 

Arranging Transportation 
It was pointed out that the C. P. It. 
offered specia 1 Inducements for immi- 
grants from the Old Country to the 
Northwest. If the same could be made 
to apply to British Columbia, he had 
no hesitation In saying that many 
would contlnuo right through'. 

Mr. Turner, however, proffered a 
suggestion which he thought was 
worthy of consideration. It was that 
negotiations be entered Into with the 
Blue Funnel Line with the object of 
procuring a reduction in faros for the 
trip from England to "Victoria or Van- 
couver by water. Hon. Mr. Tatlow 



appears to think that this is well 
worth taking up, although of course he 
cannot say that it will be adopted until 
the question is gone into more thor- 
oughly. He explains that it would 
have one decided advantage. At the 
present time the laborers', who do not 
set out any too well provided wit ft* the 
needful, have lo pay for their board 
from the time they land at Quebec or 
Montreal -until they arrive at their 
destination. By coining *.o an under- 
standing with the Blue Funnel Com- 
pany they might he brought direct to 
this province in lana- numbers. The 
latter would be far more" likely to leave 
their homo land knowing that the Hat 
rate paid for their ticket at the outset 
would carry them through until they 
reaced the goal at which they aimed. 
In this way their desires would be met 
and also they would be sure to come 
to British Columbia, whore their ser- 
vices were needed. 

At Work on Details 
Whether or not the agent-general's 
proposal materializes, there is not the 
slightest doubt that an Important an- 
nouncement of the government's policy 
with respect to the labor question may 
be expected in a short time. it was 
reported yesterday that Hon. Mr. Tat- 
low had the matter before him again 
and that he had decided upon a cer- 
tain course. A Colonist representa- 
tive interviewed the minister and was 
informed that as yet there had been 
nothing definite done. It was not de- 
nied, however, that the subject wns 
under discussion and that some action 
might be expected in the near future. 
In all probability Hon. Mr. Tatlow will 
wait for Mr. Palmer's report before 
taking up his scheme for overcoming 
the acknowledged dearth of labor In 
British Columbia. . 

In liis speech at Duncan on Saturday 
evening, the Minister o£ Agriculture re- 
ferred to the question of immigration, 
slating Unit the government realized the 
seriousness of the situation, and assur- 
ing those present that action was being 
taken which might he expected to bring 
about a satisfactory solution of the diffi- 
culty. In view of" this promise and the 
negotiations that have been opened by 
both the agent-*euera,l and II. M. 
Palmer, it looks is though a heavy in- 
flux of desirable laborers may be looked 
forward to within the next few months. 
At any rate, the Minister of Agriculture 
:!i;d his colleagues .i\-e determined that 
the farmers shall not we agaf.i confront- 
ed with difficulty in securing necessary 
help during their busiest season.

OTTAWA, Nov. 12 — (Special) — The 
boundary conference today did 
not last more than half an hour. 
It was held in Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
office, and in addition to the first min- 
ister the Dominion government was 
represented by Ayleswnrth and Oliver. 
Ontario delegates were Premier Whit- 
ney, Messrs. Foy and Matheson; Mani- 
toba, Premier Roblln, Attorney-General 
Campbel and Hon. Robert Rogers; 
Saskatchewan. Premier Scott and At- 
torney-General Lamont. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier in opening the 
proceedings called upon Premier Rob- 
lln to first present the case of Mani- 
toba. Mr. Roblin read and tiled a let- 
ter of protest against being requested 
to confer with the representatives of 
Ontario and Saskatchewan as to Mani- 
toba's claims. These claims, be said, 
had been submitted in the form of a- 
written statement, to which he had 
nothing to add unless the representa- 
tives of the Dominion government de- 
sired further information or explana- 
tion Manitoba, he declared, had no 
quarrel with Ontario or Saskatchewan. 
That province simply held that the 
matter was one entirely between itself 
and the parliament of Canada. 

Premier Whitney, who followed, es- 
pecially emphasized the point that 
Manitoba had always claimed an ex- 
tension of territory northward and 
eastward. The latest proposition had 
only been brought forward when, by 
the creation of two new provinces lust 
vear Manitoba was shut out from any 
extension westward. Mr. Whitney in- 
sisted that the natural boundary of the 
province of Ontario was Hudson Day, 
including Fort Churchill. This was 
Ontario's hinterland and was legiti- 
mately hers. In brief, Ontario's case 
was this: That the boundaries of 
Ontario should extend northerly to 



take In Churchill; the province does 
not care to discuss any question of 
boundaries of Saskatchewan; that the 
eastern boundary of Ontario should be 
continued northerly to take In 
Churchill River, that the middle of the 
channel of the said river should then 
become the boundary till the river de- 
bouches into Hudson Bay; that the 
remainder of the territory east, of sucli 
boundary line bo allotted to Ontario. 
Ho said the Ontario government was 
unable to understand Manitoba's claim 
that the boundary of the province, of 
Ontario had been permanently and Ir- 
revocably fixed and settled so that the 
province could not receive an addition 
to Its territory, from the Dominion. 

Premier 'Walter Scott of Saskatche- 
wan advanced the somewhat nervy 
proposition that the whole of the dis- 
trict of Keewatln lying north of the 
Nelson River should be given to that 
province. This would give Saskatche- 
wan both Fort Nelson and Fort 
Churchill. It Is questionable, how- 
ever, whether such an extravagant de- 
mand will be entertained for a mo- 
ment. 

At the conclusion of the argument 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that the mat- 
ter would be submitted to the members 
of the cabinet, who in turn would pre- 
sent their decision to parliament.

LIFE MANAGERS HAVE INNINGS 



Advocate Publicity of Essential Facts 
Rather Than Restrictive or 
Prohibitory Measures 



TTAWA, Nov. 12.— (Special)— Mr. 
Pritchord .of Winnipeg, the star 
witness whom Shopley had be- 
fore the Insurance Commission the other 
day, was a very faint luminary when 
Premier Roblin and Attorney ^General 
Campbell got through with him today. 
I'ritchard had seemingly n grievance 
against the .Manitoba government, 
which he ventilated last week, but with- 
out much effect. Premier Roblin U.lly 
explained all lie knew about the sale of 
his Sloeun River lands to the Uniou 
Trust company through I'ritchard. He 
declared positively lie never knew Hon: 
George K. Foster in connection with the 
transaction until the transfer hud actu- 
ally been made, and that the price at 
which he offered them was the same 
price to any person who came along. 
When I'ritchard told him he hud not re- 
ceived any commission from the sale, 
lie gave him $500 out of his own pocket. 
Pritcliard told him that there had been 
a commission of 25 cents per acre on 
the transaction, but where the 25 cents 
went to Roblin had not the faintest idea. 
Roblin's explanation of the reason why 
I'ritchard came to leave the service of 
the Manitoba government was quite dif- 
ferent from that gentleman's own ver- 
sion. 

Hon. Colin Campbell's narrative of 
the sale of lands of the Ontario, Mari- 
toha & Western Land company to the 
Union Trust company also varied wide- 
ly from iPritclinrd's. He declared that 
I'ritchard had never given him $1,000 as 
part of a commission on the sale, but 
that such an amount hud been paid lo 
him for professional services. Asked by 
Tilley ' what these were. Campbell 
promptly replied that he would be glad 
to answer if the commissioners thought 
the question pertinent. The commis 
sinners looked at Tilley, the latter whis- 
pered to Shopley. and then Tilley decid- 
ed not to press for an answer; whereat 
Campbell smiled a broad smile. 

The life Insurance Managers' associ- 
ation had its innings when a lengthy 
memorial was presented. It was sug- 
gested that legislation to secure adequate 
publicity of the essential facts in the 
conduct of each company's business 
would prove more beneficial than legis- 
lation of a restrictive or prohibitory char- 
acter. That each company shall on every 
policy issued by it on and after .Tun. 1. 
11)07, state the non-forfeiture and sur- 
render regulations, if any, in respect to 
such policy; that from the date on which 
the proposed ainendtnU'.l to the act 
domes in force, the powers of invest- 
ment shall be confined to certain speci 
lie.! securities; that such legislation be 
enacted as will effectually prohibit the 
granting or accepting of rebate of a life 
assurance premium; Hint the expenses 
of life insurance companies are material- 
ly increased by provincial and municipal 
licenses and taxes of premiums and in- 
terest, which expense is necessarily 
borne by the policy holders, and is de- 
cidedly objectionable as being a serious 
addition to the cost of life insurance, 
and I hat the Royal Commission be re- 
spectfully requested to consider and re- 
fer to this in its report, and, if possible 
suggest a ineasuqf' «f relief.

He slummed along 
at u height of fifteen feet and at a speed 
of thirty miles an hour for a distance of 
215 metres, when, fearing that his 
whirling propeller would strike the cheer- 
ing people, lie decided to descend. The 
next trial will take place at the Long 
Chumps race course, from which the 
crowd can be excluded. 

The principal change in the aeroplane 
today wns that the side runner reins 
were attached to the shoulders of M. 
Mautos Dumont, who operated them 
willi instinctive movements of the body, 
lie wns completely successful in prevent- 
ing the rolling motion of (he machine. 



WAREHOUSES WRECKED. 

Nashville, Tcnn., Nov. 12.-— The ware- 
houses of the American Snuff company 
at Eddyville und Fredonin, Ky., were 
wrecked by dynamite lust night. Blood- 
hounds followed the trail of the wreck- 
ers for ten miles into Caldwell county. 
Several months ago the warehouses of 
the company in the southern part of 
Kentucky were dynamited, and groweis 
who sold tobacco to the alleged trust 
received a warning message from tlie 
"Night Raiders" 



CHICAGO, Nov. 12.— More than 
one-half the passengers on an im- 
migrant train on the Baltimore 
& Ohio road were killed today in a col- 
lision between a passenger and a freight 
I rain near Woodville, Intl. One hun- 
dred and sixfy-five passengers were on 
the train. 

Forty-seven either were killed outright 
or burned to death in a lire that broke 
out in the wreckage immediately after 
the collision. The names of all the de;!d 
probably will never be known, as forty- 
live of the bodies were consumed in the 
Haines, or were, so badly burned llint 
Identification will be out of the question. 

Thirty-eight persons were injured and 
several of these will die. Eighty others 
escaped unhurt, but lost nearly all their 
baggage und clothing. 

The disaster was caused by u blunder 
of a railroad employee. 

The passenger train, which was 'load- 
ed with Russian .lews, Servians and 
Poles, all of them recent arrivals in Am- 
erica, aud bound for Chicago or places 
northwest, was the second section of a 
through train from Baltimore. The en- 
gineer of the freight train, on instruc- 
tions received at McCool, Int., waited tit 
a sidiug at Babcoek, Int., to allow the 
immigrant .train to puss. One report is 
Unit, the engineer of the freight Iruin 
had not been informed that the passen- 
ger train wus running in two sections. 
The other is that the first section of the 
passenger train curried no lights or sig- 
nals of any kind indicating that a sec- 
ond section wus close behind. As soon 
as the first section of the immigrant 
train had passed the switch at Babcoek, 
(he train started eastward. A light snow 
was falling, which increased the dark- 
ness of the early morning, aud as the 
freight was rounding a sharp curve just 
west of Woodville, the second section of 
the immigrant train came in sight a 
short distu ncc away, tearing toward Chi- 
cago at: a rate of forty miles nn hour. 

The two trains came together with un- 
xhickoncd speed, and in the crush six 
passenger coaches and several freight 
cars were knocked into kindling wood, 
and together with the locomotives went 
rolling down the ten-foot embankment. 
Fire broke out immediately in the wreck- 
age, and although a number of the in- 
jured were saved by the desperate ef- 
forts of the train crew and surviving 
passengers, the greater part of those 
who were pinned , down in the debris 
were burned to death. The flames 
spread through the wreckage so rapidly 
that it was impossible to save a number 
of persons, who were only slightly hurt, 
hut held fast by the timbers that weight- 
ed them down. These were burned in 



plain sight of the throng that stood 
around the scene of the disaster, totally 
unable lo render assistance. 

The lire continued until nil the shut- 
tered cars were entirely consumed, aud 
of the forty-seven person's whose death 
followed the collision, forty-live were 
binned to ashes. 

The crash of the collision was so loud 
that it was heard by a number of far- 
mers and other residents of the neigh- 
borhood, who came hastily to the scene, 
hut they could do nothing to nssist any 
one but the injured who hud already 
been taken from the wreck. 

Relief I ruins were nt once sent out 
from South Chicago and Valparaiso, lnd. 

Every available physician and every 
possible aid was rushed to the scene of 
the wreck. 

A large number of relatives of persons 
on the ill-fated train were in Chicago 
awaiting their arrival, and when the re- 
port was received Unit ninny had been 
killed and injured in the wreck, the 
scenes around the Baltimore & Ohio 
stni ion were harrowing. 

Men were there who had come to 
America to escape the massacres in Rus- 
sia, anil who, niter months of hard work 
had saved enough to pay for the pas- 
sage of members of their families, and 
their grief, when they learned that pos- 
sihlv all their sacrifices and efforts had 
resulted only in the death of those whom 
they loved, was pitiful. 

Crowds of Russians and Poles awaited 
around the station all day for news from 
Woodville and when, lute in the after- 
noon, a train came in bearing the thirty* 
eight injured persons, all of whom wore 
(aken to Mercy hospital for treatment, 
it was with greatest difficulty that the 
survivors became so excited that they 
attempted to attack the depot nttaches 
whose uniforms led them to believe that 
they were employed by the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad. 

* Among th o wounded who were brought 
to the depot was Mrs. Anna Chyza, who 
had come from Warsaw to meet her 
husband, who has been working. .here for 
six months. He recognnied her as she 
was being carried through the crowd by 
the two policemen and beforethe officers 
could. stop him he fell across the stretch- 
er carrying it -to (he ground and kissing 
his wife repeatedly. She recognized his 
voice and they clung to each other and 
it required the efforts of both policemen 
to force them apart. Chyza struggled 
so fiercely that it was necessary to 
plnce him under 'arrest. 

Others- whose relatives wore among the 
injured begged to he allowed to toko 
them to their home's, but the police were 
inexorable and all of the injured were 
taken to the hospital, where it is be- 
lieved they will receive bettor treatment 
than their friends would be able to give 
them. 



FERNIE IS SETTLED 



Through Good Offices of Provincial Government Agree* 
ment is Finally Reached and Men Return 
to Work Today. 



T nn early hour this morning Hon. 
F. ,T. Fulton, attorney general re- 
ceived the gratifying news, con- 
tained in a message from Superinten- 
dent of Provincial Police F. S. Iiussey, 
who is at Fernie, that the long-continued 
Strike of the coal miners employed in the 
( Irow's Nest Pass mines hnd been set- 
tled. The men will all return to work 
this morning. The people of Fernie 
wore reported lo be highly elated at the 
happy solution of (lie difficulty, the set- 
tlement being attributed in no small 
measure lo the good offices of- the pro- 
vincial government. 

On Friday night last, General Man- 
ager Lindsey of the Crow's Nest 1'ass 
Coal company addressed a meeting of the 
miners at Michel, setting forth the com- 
pany's side of tlu> case. Mr. Lindsey 
quoted from writen documents to show 
that there was bill one issue — the re- 
fusal of union men to work with non- 



union men. This ho showed, it had been 
promised would never take place. Pres- 
ent at this meeting were Messrs. Sharpe 
and Burke, of the United Mine Work- 
ers' of America, who had been sent es- 
pecially to Fernie by President Mitchell 
ut the request of the provincial govern- 
ment. The negotiations, which contin- 
ued yesterday happily resulted in a set- 
tlement, as already slated. 

Previous to the government taking the 
initiative in attempting to bring about 
harmonious relations between the con- 
tending parties, the situation appeared 
hopeless, as repeated conferences only 
resulted in an apparent widening of the 
breach. So serious was the situation, 
however, in respect to the possibility or 
n fuel famine throughout the province, 
with the consequent shutting down of 
many industries, that Premier McBride 
and his colleagues determined to make a 
final effort to bring about a settlement; 
and the success which has crowned this 
effort will be hailed with great satisfac- 
tion everywhere throughout the prov-

Ottawa, Nov. 3. — During last session 
when the House of Commons was dis- 
cussing tlio marine and fishery scandals, 
Mr. Foster brought up the case of the 
fishery protection boat Kestrel. This lit- 
tle cruft of three hundred tons cruises 
t ho Pacific coast, with a complement 
of 22 officers and men. She was in com- 
mission ten mouths during the fiscal year 
.100,"). It will cause some amazement to 
shipping people to know that the coun- 
try paid .¥7,500 to provision the party 
for that time. The figures work out 
to more than $34 n month for each per- 
son on board the ship. This is a pret- 
ty heavy bill on raw material, for it 
must be remembered that $.'i4 was not 
the price of board and lodging in a hotel, 
but the cost of ■uncooked provisions taken 
Oil board a boat which was provided 
with cooks and stewards. 

A Picnic Bill of Faro 
The items cannot all be given here but 
they are quite interesting. For instance 
the fruit hill was $54.00 for the sea- 
son of each man on the ship. As the 
canned peaches and pears were bought 
I by the case it would appear that the 
Kestrel's crew was served with about 
I one can a day per man. The bill for 
eggs is also a little extraordinary. From 
one dealer there was bought $0.00 worth 
for each of the crew. Another supplied 
$1.50 worth, another $8.00, another one 
$1.50 and a fourth $4.00. There were 
other purchases amounting to seven or 
eight dozen eggs per man. The bills in- 
dicate that each member of the crew got 
away with $20.00 worth of eggs during 
the season. There was a similarly large 
consumption of honey, oysters, cream, 
poultry, asparagus, creamery butler, 
sauces, and other good things. The pro- 
vision bill exceeded the wages bill, which 
fact might justify the statement that 
the men ate more than they were -worth, 
if it were supposed that these goods were 
really bought and used for the purpose 
charged. But no reasonable person be- 
lieves that the crew of the Kestrel were 
fed in that way and at that cost. 
Defended the Outlay 
In parliament the minister seemed to 
make light of the whole matter. The 
Liberal member for Vancouver solemn- 
ly declared that there was nothing 
wrong and that the cost of provisioning 
Hie ship was quite reasonable. But 
another session is approaching with 
further investigations in view and the 
minister of ninrine has found if neces- 
sary to 'take some action. Xow the of- 
ficial report is given out that Mr. Brn- 
deiir has held an investigation and that 
the captain of the Kestrel has been sus- 
pended. 

But the Bills Passed 

If Litis is so, it is all on account of 
the disclosure made by Mr. Foster. The 
bills came to the department months be- 
fore Mr. Foster saw them. Depart- 
mental officers saw nothing the matter 
or if they did, they did not Venture 
to tell the minister so. The minister 
himself was satisfied and the hills were 
audited and paid just as many o'her hills 
for Ihe two or three times the value of 
the goods have been regularly passed 
and paid by Ihe department of marine 
ami other departments. 

Shady Land Deals 

Notwithstanding the exposures made 
last session "f the various land deals 
whereby friends of the government were 
enabled to acquire Crown lands at $1.00 
an acre and sell thorn immediately or 
$K00 to $111.00. thus obtaining gifts of 
millions of dollars, and in spite of the 
pledges made in the session of 1005 and 
1000 that there would be no more grants 1 
of land to speculators, the business is 
going on worse thnn ever. At the very 
moment when the present minister of 
the interior was pleading that he Was 
not responsible for grazing leases which 
had created such a scandal, he was se- 
cretly carrying out another deal with the 
same party friends, who were clearing a 
third of a million out of the Grand'Forka 
concession. The facts regarding this 
last transaction have come to light 
through the issue of a prospectus in Lon- 
don setting forth in detail the splendid 



bargain which the political speculators 
have made with the government. 
Great Gifts 

The Grand "Forks grant was one of 
several grazing ' leases granted in 1005 
and 1000. Formerly all these ranch 
leases, which are always given at a low 
rental, were made revocable on two years 
notice. That was to enable settlers t > 
purchase and occupy the land, for farms. 
Mr. Sifton, toward 'the close of his ad- 
ministration changed the system, and 
made the leases good for 121 years with- 
out power of cancellation by Ihe gov- 
ernment. One such irrevocable, grant 
was given before 1005. It went to A. 
T. Mackle, whose father formerly was 
a Liberal member of parliament. In 
1005 and 1001! leases were given in rapid 
succession to eight grantees, live of whom 
got over 200,000 acres of land within 
two weeks. All of the grantees seem lo 
have been either Liberal party managers 
or members of parliament or speculators 
closely connected with politicians. They 
got nearly 400,000 acres. 

The Gato Was Shut 

The moment these friends or the gov- 
ernment got their leases Mr. Oliver, then 
minister of the interior, changed the 
system and made all subsequent leases 
again subject to cancellation. The gale 
had been open but. a short time, nut it. 
was long enough to enable the favorite 
speculators, most of'whom are not cat- 
tle ranchers at all, to get their grants 
on special terms. It was 11 great ad- 
vantage to them after that lo have the 
gate shut, establishing a monopoly lor 
t lionise Ives. It should be further 
stated that while the gate was open a 
special condition of the leases permitted 
the holder to acquire a freehold of one 
tenth of his bidding at $1.00 an acre 
After the favorites had been provided 
for the price was raised to $3.00 an 
acre. . , 

Thoy Got Rich Quick 

Among the happy grantees of irre- 
vocable leases were the Grand Forks 
Cattle company, which held two grants 
amounting to fM,4S2 acres, taken in the 
name of S. Hitchcock and .lames 1). 
MacCregor. the latter a well known 
party manager in Brandon, whom Mr. 
Sifton appointed for ti lime to an office 
in the Yukon. This company under its 
freehold privilege secured the absolute 
ownership of 0,452 acres at $1.00 an 
acre, with the privilege of picking it out 
in small sections over ten times that 
area, thus obtaining land which could 
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four-in-hand or bow. Moat such 
almpca ruin lie and patience to 
jrettie right— with this one 
tie slips easily Into place.

$350,000 For the Favorites 
To finish 'up with the lirand Forks 
Cattle company it was stated in the 
House on strong evidence that Mr. Sif- 
ton had acquired an interest in the cor- 
poration. Mr. Sifton, himself, contra- 
dicted this statement hut he did not say 
that he had no intention of becoming an 
owner. Whoever the owners were, dur- 
ing the few mouths that they held the 
concessions they have made themselves 
rich. They got their grant in May, 
1005. and sold out in September, 100(1, 
at a profit of $,'{50,000. 

Tho Latest Deal 
Now for the later transaction. It ap- 
pears that in June of this year, at the 
very time when the Grand Forks deal 
was under discussion, the government 
made a secret sale of. 980,000 acres to 
the same group of favorites. This land 
is in Southern Alberta and is to he ir- 
rigated, though probably a large part 
of it is good without such treatment. 
The nominal price is. $0 an acre, but the 
purchasers agree to pay only $1, and do 
not need to pay that for four years. The 
other two dollars .is charged to the pur- 
chasers, hut will' he returned as a boun- 
ty when they irrigate the land which 
they intend to do in order to make it 
saleable at a proposed price of $20 to 
$23 as acre. 

They Get $500,000 and Pay Nothing 
As a mailer of fact the favorites have 
no intention of spending any money of 
their own. They made their contract 
With the government and then sold out 
their claim for $5011,000 profit. The sub- 
sequent purchasers will pay for the land 
and the irrigation, and according to their 
prospectus they hope to make millions. 
Hut in the meantime the men 011 the 
ground floor, who required no capital 
hut a pull with the government, have al- 
ready gathered in their half a million. 
They arc understood to he the same peo- 
ple who made $350,000 by obtaining 
the Grand Forks grazing lease and then 
selling it or,t v/hen it bnoRinf > •» < ••>,»)•• 
so that their total gains in a year and 
a quarter are $850,000. 

More Ballot Switching Disclosures 
The statement made 011 oath in tho 
London election prosecutions by Prit- 
chett have been corroborated by many 
witnesses. It is now fairly proved that 
the late Hon. Peter White was honest- 
ly elected in Brookville in 1880 and that 
tlie election wns stolen from him by a 
switching of ballots. Headers Will re- 
member that this by-election and tho one 
at West Huron, which took place at the 
same time, were under investigation by 
a committee, of parliament. Mr. Borden 
and Mr. Powell were producing proof of 
frauds when Sir Wilfrid Luurior inter- 
posed and used his majority to break off 
the inquiry in the middle. The pre- 
mier then proposed a judicial investiga- 
tion, but that pledge went the way of 
all the rest of his pledges. Now for 
the first time the full facts are com-! 
ing to light. Not only has Pritchett ex- DoeSIl't 
plained the process by which these seats 
and a dozen others were stolen, but va- 
rious witnesses are staling on oath that 
they received bogus ballots from Prit- 
chett. One deputy returning officer lias 
testified that he received 20 trick bal- 
lots marked for the government candi- 
date, which he agreed to put in the box, 
at the same time pocketing as ninny 
Conservative ballot handed him by vot- 
ers. This particular witness says he 
did not use Ihe ballots, and therefore 
did mil receive the $100 retainer and $5 
per switched ballot which the govern- 



ascertain whether the men whose votes 
had been bought had marked their 
ballots as agreed. Thoy discovered 
that two men who had been bribed to 
vote for the Liberal candidate had not 
clone so. As these voters had not been 
paid at; the time the ballots were ex- 
amined, their $r> was reiused them and 
the $10 was given to Mr. Spenpo, the 
deputy returning officer, as a reward 
for opening the box.

North Bruce 

Tho election of the government can- 
didate In North Bruce and of Mr. 
Fielding In Shelburne and Queens is 
claimed In some quarters here as a 
vindication of Mr. Hyman and his or- 
ganization. It Is pointed out that Mr. 
Ayiesworth. who had charge of the 
campaign In North Bruce, fiercely at- 
tacked the Conservatives for their 
conduct In prosecuting London offend- 
ers. But, after all, the government 
had no great victory In North Bruce. 
Mr. Tolnile, the government candidate, 
was elected In 11)00 in West Bruce by 
a majority of 034. Tho same con- 
stituency gave R92 majority for Som- 
niervllle. Liberal, In 1882, and 108B for 
Mr. Rlnke In 1887. following that with 
830 for Mr. Rowland in 1891, The 
greater part of the West. Bruce major- 
ity was by the act of 1903 thrown Into 
North Bruce, and Mr. Tolnile Is simply 
receiving his old vote with the major- 
ity reduced. By the gerrymander of 
laO.1 North Bruce was intended to be a I 
Liberal hive. If It did not work that 
way in 1004 it was because Mr. Tolmle 
was not the Liberal candidate, where- | 
fore he and his friends caused a spilt 
in the party. 

Shclburno No Surpriso 
Of course, everyone expected the re- 
election of Mr. Fielding, though there 
is great admiration for the splendid 
fight which Dr. Welclon made against 
the sinister Influences which have pre- 
vailed In Queens and Shelburne. It Is 
is a great thing for a man to go into 
a country where he is a stranger, re- 
fusing to uso or allow to be used on 
his behalf any sort of Influence that 
the statute law or moral law prohibits, 
and to obtain In a constituency where 
there is so much patronage and where 
so many public works have been pro- 
vided or promised, so large a vote as 
was polled for Dr. Weldon.

Premier Outlines What Ocourred 
Ottawa Conference — Defence 
of Government's Record 



At Duncans, on Saturday evening, 
Premier McBride and the minister of 
finance, Hon. R. G. Tatlow, held a very 
successful public meeting in order to ex- 
plain "better terms" and other public 
issues. When W. H. Hn.vward took the 
chair, preparatory to introducing the two 
distinguished visitors, the exhibition hall 
was thronged. The crowd included not 
only residents of the little town, but peo- 
ple whose homes are located some dis- 
tance away; in fact, all the smaller out- 
side communities were represented. 
Among them were Maple Bay, Somenos, 
Sntlam, Cowichan Station and Koksilah. 
While il was considered essentially a 
Conservative gathering. there were many 
holding pronounced Liberal views pres- 
ent, and it was noticed that the latter 
were as enthusiastic as the others in 
their appreciation of the points scored by 
the premier. The meeting was most 
successful, the premier's explanation of 
his stand at the provincial premier's con- 
ference in respect to "better terms" being 
endorsed with cheers.

(Hear, hear.) He complimented the pre- 
mier upon the excellent manner in which 
he handled the case of the province for 
"better terms" tit Ottawa. He then dealt 
briefly with the prosperity of the coun- 
try under the present government. The 
lumber industry was booming, the ngri- 
cilltural possibilities were being devel- 
oped, and .everybody went about with n 
happy smile of contentment.

Hon. Mr. Tatlow 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow mentioned the great 
pleasure it gave him to_ speak to such 
a large and "handsome" audience. It 
was a special gratification to find the 
ladies present because he always fob 
that if their sympathy could he enlisted 
friends were procured who would stand 
by him right through the hottest cam- 
paign. (Applause.) i . 

In order to deal with the subject 
which, doubtless, lie was expected to 
take up as minister of finance, he would 
have to go back into somewhat ancient 
history. It was just three and a half 
years ago that the present government 
had come into power and he wanted to 
contrast the situation of that day with 
the conditions now prevailing. It has 
.been the custom to spend sums greatly 
in excess of the revenue. There had 
been deficits of ?7n0,OA0 per annum. As 
a result it hnd been found necessary to 
go to London, until the province found 
itself in debt to the extent of $11,000,- 
000. Just before the present premier 
had taken control another !?.'{,5OO,OO0 had 
been borrowed. This, it. had been stated, 
wag to pay for the construction of the 
Fraser River bridge and other public 
works. At the time he stepped into his 
present position, however, only $.*5(),000 
of the latest loan remained in the bank, 
the Fraser River bridge was incomplete, 
and there was $750,000 to meet in gen- 
eral liabilities. That was the situation 
in a . nutshell and how to cope with il 
was the grave problem which confronted 
the new administration. 

The Financial Problem 

One of the first things that had been 
done was to call a meeting of the man- 
agers of the bnnksjof Montreal. British 
North America, Imperinl, and the Com- 
mercial. Bank of Commerce. After ex- 
plaining the condition of affairs to them 
they were asked whether a loan of half 
a million could be floated to tide over 
the difficulties. But the government's 
request had been refused. However, 
some eastern insurance, companies had 
come to the rescue agreeing to lend 51,- 
000,000 to British Columbia, providing 
tho general taxation was increased and. 
the expenditure curtailed in order that' 
all liabilities might be met. 

To this proposition. Hon, Mr. Tatlow 
went on. the government could not but 
agree. For the purpose of showing that 
they had the people behind them in 
their contemplated policy another grr.- 
eral election had to be called at short 
notice. It hnd been stated that the Btld- 
denuess of the announcement of this ap- 
peal to the people had been premedi- 
tated, that it had been done in order to 
catch their opponents unawares and 
sweep the country with as little oppo- 
sition as possible. This wns incorrect. 
The government had been forced to do 
what they did by the exigencies of in- 
exorable circumstances. 

Tho Assessment Act 

When the house met, in accordance 
with their promise, the new assessment 
iict had been introduced increasing luxa- 
tion. Although, doubtless, an unpopular 
more, it. lias boon absolutely necessary. 
But lie wished to point out that while 
the increase had been general tho levy 
upon corporations had been raised to n 
greater extent than upon private individ- 
uals. The expenditure, also, hnd been 
curtailed. Some public works had been 
struck from tilt- programme and there 
had been considerable weeding in the 
civil service. As n result of this policy 
the end of the fiscal year of lOOi had 
found the government with a slight bal- 
ance, which steadily increased until now 
it was intended to consider in what way 
the burdens of the taxpayer could he 
lightened. (Applause.) 

Development of Agriculture 

Since the government had been in 
power. Hon. Mr. Tatlow said, more had 
been done towards tho development: of 
agriculture than ever before. There 
were sixteen creameries in active oper- 
ation and their product nnnunllv wns val- 
ued at .? H 1,000,000. But the task was 
not yet done because statistics showed 
that British Columbia imported dairy 
and other products, representing an ex- 
penditure of .'52,000,000, which might 
just as well be provided by home indus- 
try. However the advance was sternly. 
Each year the province wns becoming 
just a little more, self-supporting. 

In horticulture also (here wns n 
steady development. Exhibits of fruit 
had been sent to London for three cnu- 
secntlve years with marked success. The 
medal of the Royal Horticultural so- 
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ciety had been won twice. In addition 
much advertisement had been achieved 
among the homo seekers of tho Old 
Country, classes had been reached which 
could not have boon touched iu any other 
way. Accounts of the agricultural pos- 
sibilities of British Columbia hud ap- 
peared in many prominent dailies. This 
year it was intended to make displays in 
both I/ondon and many of the neighbor- 
ing centres. Such a policy, he thought, 
could be depended upon to create an in- 
terest which any amount of the tiuesl 
literature would be unable to cause. The 
result already bad been witnessed in the 
many tourists and. bona fide settlers who 
had boon induced to come to British Co- 
lumbia. (Applause.) It alBO was hav- 
ing the effect of increasing the value of 
lauds. 

Tho Labor Problem 

In regard to the question of immigra- 
tion, Hon. Mr. Tatlow directed attention 
to the efforts beiug made to bring farm 
labor from tho Old Country to British 
Columbia. It. M. Palmer, of the de- 
partment of agriculture, who was in Lon- 
don, had been directed to open negotia- 
tions with the Salvation Army with that 
end in view. He believed that the besi 
possible assistance could bo obtained 
from that organization. Through their 
connection with the classes wanted it 
would be possible to pick and choose 
those best adapted to the condition in 
the West. If the report of Mr. Palmer 
proved satisfactory, an endeavor would 
be made to persuade the C. P. R. to 
grant the same rate to immigrants bound 
to British Columbia as they allowed 
those starting out with the Northwest 
territories as tlioir destination. If every- 
thing went as he hoped, the government 
would be able within the next few 
months to effect an improvement in the 
labor question — a problem, the solution 
of which meant much to the whole prov- 
ince. 

The Railway "Gold Brick" 

Within a few months at the outside, 
the finance minister said, the government 
would have to come before the voters 
once again. Before that time the plat- 
form from which he spoke would, no 
doubt, be occupied by other gentlemen 
who would ask for votes on account of 
l lie Liberal party. When that time came 
he wanted them to remember that, al- 
though the residents of British Colum- 
bia paid §!i to the ?1 contributed by 
those of other provinces into the federal 
treasury, all those east of the Rockies 
were enjoying the fruits of the ten and 
a half million dollars that had been 
granted towards the construction of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway, while the 
West as yet had not derived any benefit. 
Construction work upon that line was in 
progress everywhere else but in this 
province. But British Columbia had 
been so far overlooked by the Ottawa 
authorities that it had been possible for 
representatives of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific to come to the coast and say "how 
much land are you willing to give us il 
order that construction work may com- 
mence in British Columbia'.'" The 
spenker asked those present always to 
benr that in mind. In conclusion he 
asked them to return a representative 
of the government at the next election. 
(Continued applause. I 

The Premier 

Premier McBride, upon rising was 
forced to wait for the abatement of the 
cheering which greeted him, before open- 
ing his address. He expressed his ap- 
preciation at the splendid attendance and 
recalled an occasion, not long ago, when 
he had had oportunity to speak to the 
electorate of Cowichan upon public af- 
fairs. Then he hnd dwelt more with fed- 
eral than provincial matters. While the 
result of the campaign had not 'been an 
endorsntlon of the candidate in whose in- 
terests lie hnd spoken, yet he thought 
that, when the voters were called upon 
again, they would turn the tables. (Ap- 
plause.) 

"Better terms," he supposed, was the 
subject which most of those present de- 
sired to hear discussed. Since his re- 
turn from Ottawa the Liberal press hnd 
been full of "stuff" on the question. At 
the outset he wished to say that nil 
along it had been his desire to keep Ihe 
mater above the plane of provincial Is- 
sues; to have its status as a national 
emblem of the first importance main- 
tained. But his Liberal friends, anxious 
lest their loaders at Ottawa might ha 
criticized, had tried frantically to keep 
the question as local as possible. 
The Ottawa Conference 

While attending the conference of the 
provincial premiers, he had gained an ac- 
knowledgement id" the point that British 
Columbia possessed physical peculiarities 
which entitled it to special consideration. 
That was admitted and was on record. 
Then the questiou wns not altogether 
one of "better terms," but what sum the 
federal authorities were willing to allow 
this province in excess of that granted 
others. His colleagues at the conference 
mentioned were willing to admit that 
the physical conditions aforementioned 
were permanent — that the mountains, 
t lie immense waterways, and other topo- 
graphical features were permanent — and 
yet in Ihe next breath they maintained 
that Ihe subsidies to he granted in con- 
sequence must end in ten years. Who 
could consistently support such a pro- 
posal? He had never left the conference 
until tho eleventh hour, despite the re- 
ports to the contrary. Had it not been 
for British Columbia, lie contended, the 
conference would have concluded the day 
of its convening. All the business, he 
found, had been pretty well cut and 
dried. 

Had a Hard Fight 

He had had to fight, and tight hard 
indeed, before his brother premiers could 
be persuaded to realize the gravity of the 
situation in the West. After the meet- 
ing had lasted a week the stage had 
been reached where an offer of $100,000 
for ten years was made in full settle- 
ment of his <da i ms. This had been fol- 
lowed by a resolution stilting that the 
permanent peculiarities of British Co- 
lumbia entitled her to "better terms." 
When judgment wns about to he given, 
and not till then, he had retired. If he 
had remained, it might have been fairly 
said that he hnd been willing to consent 
to tho verdict of a majority vote. The 
only way in his mind to maintain the 
points gained and, at the same time, to 
tnke a firm stnnd for the rights of the 
province was to refuse to tnke any fur- 
ther part in the proceedings, Shortly 
after Hon. Mr. Fielding had approached 
him and offered $40,000 for the next ton 
years and SD0.000 in perpetuity. As all 
present knew perfectly well the latter 
amount would not serve to build n 
"rabbit's trail" in British Columbia, 
(Laughter and applause.) Ho had been 
asked to submit an alternative proposi- 
tion. He had done so, bnsing his calcu-

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lations upon authoritative figures. He hnd 
asked for 9240,000 for the first year, in- 
creasing annually until a total of ifitiOO,- 
000 was reached. Then when the popu- 
lation had attained a total of 2,[>00,0U0 
the sum of 25 cents per capita, This he 
had considered a fair basis for the settle- 
ment of British Columbia's claims. "But 
my friends from the other provinces," 
continued Premier McBride, "couldn't 
see any possibility of giving British Co- 
lumbia anything like that and wouldn't 
entertain the matter." 

Critfolwn of Liborals 

Judging by the criticism which hnd 
been accorded him by the Liberals iie 
thought lie might fairly assume that If 
their provincial leader, J. A. Mncdonald, 
M. P. P., had been sent to Ottawa he 
would have accepted the $100,000 for 
ten years. (Lnughter and applause.) If 
not lie might have taken the $-10,000 and 
$30,000 in perpetuity. Personally if he 
were sent to attend another conference 
he would deem it his duty to adopt the 
same attitude ns before. (Applause.) 

it had been stated that because he 
didn't snatch at the $10(1,000, this prov- 
ince, wouldn't get , anything. That was 
nonsense. He believed in British fair 
play and, in his opinion, this province 
ultimately would receive the considera- 
tion which her rights demanded. The 
greatest anxiety had been apparent dur- 
ing the progress of the convention that 
unanimity should prevail. This aspect 
of the case was somewhat humorous 
when viewed from the standpoint he 
took. The others were all agreed be- 
cause their requests were granted with- 
out opposition. For instance, Prince Ed- 
ward island received $70,000 in addition 
to the usual subsidy. That province was 
one hundred and sixty-five times smaller 
than British Columbia. When that Was 
remembered, in conjunction with the 
Inrgeness of the allowance granted Pre- 
mier Peters, there was no reason why 
he shouldn't hnve been willing "to grab 
his little $70,000 and run." (Laughter.) 
New Brunswick was given $200,000 
more per annum. The premier of that 
province, also, was anxious to get away 
from Ottawa. (Renewed laughter.) 
Quebec was granted an appropriation of 
$000,000 per annum. When these fig- 
ures were considered it was no wonder 
that they had found fault with the pre- 
mier of British Columbia. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

What the East Got 

Taking up the question of the grant to 
Prince Edward island the Premier re- 
ferred to the conditions prevailing in that 
province. The majority of the farms, 
even those lying in the vicinity of 
Chnrlottetown, paid no taxes while those 
lying in the outlying portions of this 
province had to contribute to the exche- 
quer. Was there any wonder, he asked, 
that he felt it imperative to endeavor to 
bring the easterners to a better realiza- 
tion of the seriousness of the conditions 
prevailing in the West. 

British Columbia had paid $10,000,000 
more to the federal government than hud 
been returned. In other words the prov- 
ince had been "fined" thnl much for be- 
longing to. confederation. When the union 
of the provinces into the Dominion had 
been undertaken the people residing on 
the western Canadian const, he said, 
were in a desperate condition. It was 
just nftcr the collapse of the Cariboo 
and other gold excitements and every- 
one in the province had been anxious 
that their country should lie included 
in the confederation in order to escape 
what might he termed "annihilation.'' 
While British Columbia wanted to be- 
long to the union the federal authori- 
ties of that time had not shown any 
particular anxiety to- grant their' desire. 
Under such circumstances it was nat- 
ural that the bargain made should be in 
favor of the latter. Shortly after con- 
federation, when .the Blakp-Cartwrlpht 
Liberal administration had control of the 
reins of government, they had discour- 
aged in every way, the construction of 
the C. P. R." to tho Pacific coast. They 
had called British Columbia n ''sen of 
mountains" and stated that if the line 
was carried through this country, it 
would become but two "streaks of rust" 
and that the money expended might just 
as well be "cast into the waters of the 
Fraser river." The Conservative gov- 
ernment, however, which had followed 
the Libera!):, had helped along the 
scheme of il transcontinental railway, 
and, as a result, the C. P. R. had been 
built. 

Railway P»velopment 

Now, the premier continued, another 
railway wns under construction. It had 
been promised that the work would com- 
mence in British Columbia three years 
ago, but it hnd not yet started. The 
eastern Canadians were enjoying the 
fruits of the labor. In the course of 
time, doubtless, the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic would pass through the northern sec- 
tion "f the province. Then would be 
opened up new districts. For the new 
settlers would hnve to bo provided 
schools, roads and police- patrols. Where 
was the money coming from for these 
now works? The construction of B 
proper system of roads through the 
Skeenn, the Bulkeley and other northern 
interior sections would cost millions. 
Where was if to come from unless the 
federal authorities tendered the West 
the financial assistance to which It was 
justly entitled. Tho taxpayers couldn't 
be burdened to nny greater extent be- 
cause they were taxcj heavily enough 
already. (Hear, hear. I Some might say 
"derive your increased revenue from the 
new settlers." But that wouldn't he 
good policy. It would be "cruel and in- 
human" to send a tax-collector nmong 
the settlers almost before they had hnd 
t i hi n to get their land under cultivation. 
How was the problem going to be solved? 
The only fair way, in his opinion, was 
the granting of a substantial fund by Ihe 
Dominion government in settlement of 
British Columbia's claims. The only 
method of obtaining thnt was by "stand- 
ing to the guns." (Applause.) 

Mining Industry Flourishing 

As minister of mines, Ihe speaker 
wished to say thnt that industry Was 
never in a more flourishing condition In 
the history of British Columbia. The 
placer mines of the Omineca and Atlln 
were attracting widespread attention. 
The Guggenhcims were pouring millions 
into the field in the development of these 
natural resources. The lode mining was 
iu the same gratifying condition. He 
believed thnt the time was coming when 
the plncer and lode mining of I his coun- 
try would become the centre of attrac- 
tion throughout the mining world. (Ap- 
plause.! The timber wealth, also, was 
being developed, while business general- 
ly was in a healthier and better condi- 
tion than ever before ir. the history of 
the West. What had brought all this 
about? If there was a Liberal within 
earshot, doubtless, he would sny "Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier." (Laughter.) 

"I just noted the presence of your rep- 
resentative, Mr. Evans, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, but I'm sure that even he would 
give the provincial government some 
credit." (Renewed laughter.) 

Sound Financial Policy 

The premier went on to sny thai the 
conditions, undoubtedly, were to bo 
traced to tho sound financial polley nod 
"decent" government o-ivoi, i,y || u ,' pres- 
ent administration. (Entliusiastic ap- 
plause,) 

fSpcnfiing of immigration. Premier Mo- 
Bride told much the same story as 1ho 
finance minister. Upon the school ques- 
tion, he stated that (ho new regulations 
gave the municipalities more direct con- 
trol over their respective educational in- 
stitutions. 

In concluding, the premier spoke of 



the possibility of an election and ex- 
pressed the hope tbut the electors of the 
Cowichan district would return a Con- 
servative candidate. He, however, 
placed the issue iu their hands for judg- 
ment, finishing with the remark, "You are 
the jury— the verdict lies with you. 
(Rousing cheers.) 

A vote of thanks to tho chairman 
brought the proceedings to a close.

Consumptive Sanitorium 

Building Fund 



One hundred thousand dollars (100,- 
000) asked for — fifty thousand dollars 
($00,000) needed, to entitle committee 
to Hon. dames Dunsmuir's grant of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.) 

Is a Consumptive Sanitorium needed'.' 
During the month of September of this 
year a boy nineteen years old became 
consumptive. He lived in a hotel and 
was dependent on his own efforts as a 
laborer. As u result of his disease he 
was turned out of three hotels and re- 
fused admission to a public hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A man who befriooded 
the boy wrote as follows; "God have 
mercy on us for our neglect of such 
cases." Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed? 

The death-roll from consumption in 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

The number of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be five times as great as Ihe number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, wo have 
souio sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and n thousand in British Columbia. 

Wo have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services and earning powers 
of thousand* of citizens who nrn in 
capacitated bj illness, and others we h>se 
outright by death, through this one 
cause — and that a preventable cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to be measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
language. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
in a sanitorium, 

A further advantage connected with 
such an institution is that, the admis- 
sion of a patient means the removal "f 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im-

shall be likely, in the remotest sense, lo 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part: in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his t mining in the sniii- 
torlum, not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because of his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in bis family and general sur- 
roundings an educational influence inlin- 
llely more effective than all the litera- 
ture and arguments of physicians and 
authorities 'on the subject. 

The conditions uh to consumption are 



not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it is now an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
That being so, inaction is, to say the 
least, criminal, it is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
Hits sacrifice of human beings, 

It Is proposed to build a sanitorium in 
British Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over the country, arc willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate action, is im- 
perative, ir \vc wish to stem this awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide.

DOMINION. 



THE 



The Toronto Globe continues to de- 
vote attention to the financial affairs 
.of British Columbia, which It says are 
Its concern only because this province 
seeks to shift a portion of the respon- 
sibility of the other provinces. Our To- 
ronto contemporary, by advancing tills 
explanation for taking an interest in our 
affairs, opens a line of discussion to 
which less attention has been paid in 
this province since the close of the 
Ottawa conference than its Importance 
demands. British Columbia does not 
ask for a single dollar contributed by 
the people of the other provinces to 
the federal treasury. All that we ask 
is a fair share of what we ourselves 
pay. This we do not receive and 
never have received. 

British Columbia is very rich In 
natural resources, and the development 
of these means a great Increase to the 
revenue of the Dominion, very much 
greater, indeed, than to the revenue of 
the province under any system of 
taxation that could be devised without 
being absolutely prohibitory upon that 
development. The revenue contrib- 
uted to the Dominion by this province 
is now, in round numbers, $4,000,000 
annually, and Is constantly increasing. 
The Dominion expenditure In this 
province amounts, in round numbers, 
to about half this amount. In the 
revenue paid we do not include the 
duties on goods purchased by British 
Columbia in the niutnrn provinces. 
Putting the population oi tile province 
at 200,000, it. will be seen that we pay 
about S^ll per head into the Dominion 
treasury and get about 510 back. Our 
provincial taxation amount!! to some- 
thing like $1,500,000, und it Is admitted 
that it is quite as heavy as the busi- 
ness of Hie province will stand, in 
view of the tad that there are other 
parts of Canada and other parts of the 
world that compete with British Co- 
lumbia in every line of Industry 
prosecuted here The people of the 
province pay $5,500,000 in direct and 
indirect taxation every year, not in- 
cluding municipal taxation, and we 
fancy that the Globe will admit that 
this is a large amount of money to be 
collected from HOtl.uOlJ people. If this 
was not an exceptionally rich province 
it could not stand up under such a 
burden, especially as $2,000,000 of the 
amount is the price we pay annually 
for belonging to the Dominion, and not 
a dollar of it is spent here. 

The provincial Indebtedness Is, again 
using round numbers for convenience, 
$1,3,000,000. This debt has practically 
al.i been Incurred in expenditures ren- 
dered absolutely necessary by the le- 
velopment of the country. There was 
no other way of getting the money, 
and that tin; investment was judicious 
is shown by the fact that the revenue 
of the province from local sources 
trebled dining the period in which the 
expenditure was being made. The re- 
sult of this has been as follows: By 
reason of these expenditures on capital 
account tho revenue paid by the people 
of the province Into the local treasury 
increased $15,000,000 in fifteen years 
over what it would have oc-en if the 
development had not taken place; and 
during the same lime the contributions 
of the people of Hie province to the 
federal treasury were more than 
$25,000,000 In excess of what they 
would have been If the development ' 
had not taken place. That is to say, 
the ud vantage to the Dominion of the 
expenditure of the province In develop- 
ment works bus in fifteen years been 1 
T,'i per cent, greater than the advantage ■ 
to the province. Let us endeavor to i 
make this point clearer. 

Some lifteen years ngo — that Is. 
shortly alter the Canadian Pacific 
Railway was completed— those who 
had charge of the government of the 
province became convinced th>t the 
time was ripe for a broad policy of de- 
velopment. Ill pursuance of this it 
was decided that It would pay the 
province to borrow money to use In 
this direction, and from time to tine- 
various sums have been obtained on 
debentures and chiefly expended upon 
permanent Improvements. Of the pres- 
ent outstanding indebtedness, probably 
$10,000,000 is for money that went di- 
rectly into public works, the remainder 
going for outlay called for by the 
growth of the province, but of a trans- 
itory nature. It would have been 
((iiitu out of the Question for British 
Columbia lo have undertaken these 
public works by paying for them out of 
the current revenue. The result lias 
been that the revenue of the province 
during those fifteen years has been 
about $15,000,(100 In excess of what it 
would have been If tho country had 
lint been developed with . borrowed 
money, and the contribution to the 
Dominion treasury has been about 
$25,000,000 greater. Of this increased 
contribution to the federal exchequer, 
the Dominion government has expend- 
ed In tho province about $7,000,000, 
leaving the Dominion up to date 
$18,000,000 the richer because the 
government of British Columbia went 
in debt some $13,000,000 to develop the 



province. We have no means of esti- 
mating how much benefit the Dominion 
will ultimately derive from these pro- 
vincial expenditures. 

We have reached a stage when It' is 
necessary to supplement the work that 
has been done, and to supplement It on 
a very large scale 

Columbia requires largo further ex 
pendltures, and to undertake to provide 
for them put of our present revenue Is 
next to, If not quite, impossible; Cen- 
tral and Northern British Columbia 
will, when the Grand Trunk Pacific 
and the Canadian Northern have been 
completed, call for an outlay of enor- 
mous sums. These expenditures will 
prove immensely profitable to the Do- 
minion treasury, and all the experience 
of the past shows that if the Dominion 
were to recognize this and pay to the 
province an annual subsidy, even In 
excess of the largest sum named by 
Mr. McBrlde, when at Ottawa, the 
money from a simple dollars and cents 
point of view would be well invested. 

The aforegoing considerations must 
demonstrate to the Toronto paper that, 
In asking for additional contributions 
from the Dominion, this province is not 
seeking a single cent paid by the other 
provinc.es, but that, on the contrary, if 
ive receive everything we ask there will 
yet remain a very large amount to oui 
credit. If the Globe would give more 
attention to this aspect of the case and 
less tu advancing general critical 
propositions as to the manner In which 
previous provincial governments have 
handled the country's resources, and 
the possible ways and means whereby 
future governments could increase the 
burdens of the people, it would render 
valuable service to the Dominion by 
aiding In the solution of a question, 
which, like Banquo's ghost, will not 
down.

Portland, Ore., Nov. 12. — Shortly after 
8 o'clock today Orlando S. Murray, aged 
-'1 years, son of an East Side physi- 
cian' shot and killed Lincoln C. Whit- 
ney, of Hubbard, Ore. at the home of 
tho hitter's sister, Mrs. Porter, at East 
Third and East Harrison streets. He 
then boarded a (jar and went to the 
office of Sheriff Wood, where he sur- 
rendered. In a statement to the 
police, Murray said he killed Whitney 
because of the latter'a persistent re- 
fusal to right a wrong- done Murray's 
sister. Murray was extremely self- 
possessed -while making this statement, 
and said that, he killed Whitney after 
pleading with him for three quartern 
of an hour to right tho wrong clone 
Miss Murray. In the room at the time 
of the shooting were Mrs. porter and 
her young daughter, both of whom, 
when realizing tho intent of Murray, 
rushed between the men to prevent 
Murray firing; but he pushed them 
aside and fired a bullet into Whitney's 
body, killing him instantly.

BOER BID ATTACKS 
CAPE COLONY POLICE 



Raiders Surprise Camp, Wound 
Two Men, Capture Officer 
and Disappear 



Capetown, South Africa, Nov. 11. — 
Several Boers entered the northwestern 
part of Cape CoKmy a few days ago 
and surprised u police camp in the 
vicinity of Wilkop. 

Two troopers were wounded and a 
corporal captured. 

Led by a man named Ferricru, the in- 
vaders marched to Modder, gaining some 
recruits through a story that, an uprising 
ia the Transvaal was imminent. 

The colonial government lias adopted 
strict measures to end the disorder. 

Advices from the northwestern part of 
Cape Colony agree that the situation is 
decidedly grave, and that the natives 
who have never been in sympathy with 
the British plan of government, ate 
flocking to the standard of a rebel chief- 
tain called Fcrreira. 

It leaked out Sunday night that in the 
initial fighting at Wiekop forty Boers 
surprised the British police camp and 
drove off the local troopers. After 
wounding two of them and after taking 
the ofllcer in command prisoner, the reb- 
els managed to secure much camp equip- 
ment and a large number of rides, to- 
gether with plenty of ammunition. 

Sunday they attacked a camp of loyals 
at Uppinglou, and tierce lighting fol- 
lowed thai lasted two hours, when the 
police, finding themselves outnumbered, 
lied, carrying with them three badly 
wounded men. Whether or not loss was 
inflicted on the attacking party is no-, 
yet known. 

Ferrelrtl with his force, which is aug- 
mented hourly, is now in camp on a 
farm neur Uppinglou, and is reported to 
be commandeering horses from the 
farms. Ho plans to march toward Kur- 
man and then, if able to fight off the 
troops seat against, him, to go on to 
Kimberlcy. 

Three Dying columns of colony troop- 
ers and police, in whose ranks are num- 
bered nniny veterans of the Boer army, 
who have 'taken the oath of allegiance, 
are now marching to engage the rebels, 
and hard lighting is believed to he im- 
minent. , , 

It is eoncedod here that the loyal 
forces will have their work cut out for 
them in putting down the rebellion. For 
many months past the Boers have been 
dissatisfied at the attitude of the Brit- 
ish colony toward them, and many have 
declared 'their intention of leaving Brit- 
ish possessions and trying their luck in 
other parts of Africa. 

Should the present uprising gam a few- 
initial successes, it is a certainty that 
the discontented from all over British 
South Africa will gather to aid Ferreuii, 
•and if the latter can arm and equip all 
wdio cninc to him, he will soon have a 
decidedly formidable force on bund, 
which will necessitate the British send- 
ing regular troops into the field to op- 
pose him. 

The government officials here are hold- 
ing frequent conferences and are hurry- 
ing all available men to the scene to aid 
in demolishing tho rebel column. 

Capetown, Nov. 12. — The- colonial po- 
lice force which is pursuing the insur- 
gent party was Within* five, mile*" of the 
raiders, but tho scarcity of water and 
the sandy country renders tho case diffi- 
cult. The fugitives have gained several 
recruits. 

London, Nov. 12, — The Boer raid in 
the northwestern part of Cape Colony 
occasions no anxiety in government cir- 
cles. The parliamentary secretary of 
the colonial office informed the House of 
Commons that the government was tak- 
ing all the necessary steps, and it did not 
think the assistance of the regular 
forces would be necessary. 

The governor of German Southwest 
Africa had been requested to capture the 
raiders if they return to Genua', terri- 
tory, with the view of their c ..tradition 
on the charge of murder and theft.

Were Lost in Woods at Hesquoil 
for Two Days and Suffered 

Hardships 



William Poirier, Martin Douglas and 
George Haggerty, sealers of the schooner 
Uinbrinu, who were lost at Hesquoit and 
believed by their friends to hnve been 
drowned in the lake, are safe, and on 
hoard the schooner at OlayoquOt. Capt. 
J. W. Peppett, owner of tho Umbriua 
received a telegram from Capt. Blakstad 
at Olayoquot a fow days ago reporting 
the vessel had pal in there for repairs; 
but no word wns. given in this message 
us to the fate of the missing men. The 
Colonist telegraphed to its (Jlayoquot 
correspondent on Saturday Inquiring if 
tho men had been found; but no word 
was received until yesterday morning 
when a message brought the news or 
the safety of the sealers. The Colonist 
correspondent at Olayoquot, telegraphing 
yesterday morning said: 

"Seen today Martin Douglas, one of 
the lost sealers, said: 'We left the Ves- 
sel for a hunt and made for the lake. 
After wandering around for some hours 
night overtook us, so we camped for the 
night under. a tree, and a pretty rough 
night, il was. Next day we started 
again, and. after wandering- for Borne 
time, we discovered a deer. We had 
still the day before us, ami we made a 
meal off ils liver and kidneys. After 
starting again, we finally had to give 
up, and camped under a tree. Next 
morning, after wandering about; some 
hours, we suddenly came to the beach 
and saw the schooner Libido disappear- 
ing in the distance. We kept right on 
and at hist came across an Indian who 
gave us something to eat; and then we 
got back to the salt horse barrel again 
on board the schooner.' "

Are Not Yet Qualified to Range 
Themselves Against Occi- 
dental Troops 



OBSERVERS TELL OF MMOEMES 



First Battleship Launched From Jap- 
anese Dock to Be Floated 
< Thursday at Yokohama 



Tho steamer Empress of China, 
which arrived yesterday from the 
Orient; brought further news erf the 
Chinese military manoeuvres" in North 
China. Japanese correspondents are 
unanimous in stating that, while the 
operations showed distinct signs nf 
progress, the Chinese troops are not 
yet qualified lo range themselves 
against Occidental soldiers. The men 
are considered deficient In verve, the 
movements of the various bodies are 
not properly co-ordinated, and there is 
want of uniformity. The education of 
officers Is considered especially defee- 
tico. The two armies inarched at first 
around each other's Hanks, and their 
encounter was consequently belated. 
Unlike the previous year's manoeuvres, 
there was no pie-arrangement. The 
northern army, under Viceroy Yuan 
Shlh KaJ, was defeated at first, one of 
its wings being broken and forced to 
retire. The southern army, under 
Viceroy Chang Chili Tung, then as- 
sumed the offensive, but was unable 
to dislodge Yuan's forces and exposed 
its own flank, when the northern army, 
taking advantage of the strategical 
blunder, recovered Its lust ground and 
forced the southern army Into a re- 
treat. 

The troops engaged numbered .10,000. 
They marched past well and tiad a good 
appearance as u> arms, norses, equip- 
ment and demeanor. It was noticed 
that the queues were oocked. Yuan 
Shlh Kai's verdict was that there was 
want of uniformity in tin? armies; 
greater practice in niusnetry was need- 
ed and other Improvements were neces- 
sary. The southern army was greatly 
inferior to the northern force In equip- 
ment. 

Japanese newspapers received by the 
Empress are filled with comment re- 
garding the anti-Japaneso .demonstra- 
tion al San Francisco. Some write 
very bitterly. The Nippon says: "The 
procedure at San hianclBCO is dis- 
graceful from the point of view of 
American manhood. It Is an echo of 
tho cry of the unfit to be suffered to 
survive. Seeing themselves threatened 
with submergence in Hie struggle of 
life, they fall back upon weapons uni- 
versally condemned by clvlllzfiatlon." 

The battleship Satsuma, 11), 060 tons, 
will be launched at Yokosuka Novem- 
ber 15. The Emporor will be present 
al the launching, and the occasion will 
be celebrated, this being the ilrst bat- 
tleship to lake the water from a Jap- 
anese dock.

TWO MEN WWLAY 



A. F. Barber Accosted by Hold-up 
Men at James Bay on 
Sunday 



A. F. Barber of Vancouver reported 
an attempted "hold up" to the city 
police on Sunday night. He wus at 
the corner of Kingston and St. Law- 
rence streets about 8 o'clock, on his 
way to the city from the Dallas Hotel, 
where he had dinner arter landing 
from the steamer Charmer at the outer 
dock. Shortly before that time a 
trolley wire had fallen on Government 
street, disrupting the street car ser- 
vice, and the lights were not burning 
in that section of the city. Barber, 
who had S 4 00 In his possession, was 
walking In the darkness towards the 
centre o£ the city, when he hoard some 
person accost him with the words, "I 
say." The Vancouver man was sus- 
picious, and answered: "No, you don't," 
and turned and ran to the doorway of 
a nearby residence. As tie did so, the 
man who hud accosted him made a 
movement with his right band toward 
his hip pocket, as though about to 
draw a revolver, at tne same time 
shouting lo ,'1 companion who was bid- 
ing among the shrubbery at the road- 
side. 

Mr. Barber by that time had alarmed 
the residents, and, seeing that he bad 
attracted them to his aid, the would- 
be "hold-up" men turned and ran toV 
ward the outer dock, where the steamer 
Spokane was about to leave for Sun 
Francisco. 

It was not until 10 o'clock that the 
attempt was reported to Chief of Police 
Langley. Investigation by tho detec- 
tives Indicated that tne two men bad 
left by the San Francisco steamer. 
The police believe ine men were 
strangers en route to San Francisco, 
and, induced by the favoring condi- 
tions of the. darkness and the disrupted 
street car service, attempted a hold-up 
during their' brief stay iif the city. 

Pedro Moleno, a Chilian seaman of 
the steamer Ellerlc, • appeared before 
Magistrate Hall In ' the police court 
yesterday morning, 'charged with steal- 
ing $65 from a shipmate.' He pleaded 
not guilty and was remanded, owing to 
the informant not appearing to give 
evidence.

Capt. John Irving is going to Spo- 
kane to consult with other members of 
the syndicate with which ho is inter- 
ested in the development of the Arctic 
Chief and Best Chance mines near 
Whitehorse, Yukon territory. The While- 
horse Star, of recent date, says: 

"Capt. Irving snys there is no doubt 
but that active operations on both claims 
will be inaugurated within a short 
time. A force of half a dozen men is 
now nt work on the Arctic Chief, but 
that force will be greatly augmented in 
a short time. 

"Work on Byron White's . claims, tho 
Pueblo and Carlisle, is going; ahead, and 
machinery is now on the way in to facil- 
itate operations, which will be carried 
on all winter and on a gigantic scale 
with the advent of spring. 

"Arthur B. Palmer, the Dawson cap- 
italist who owns the Valerie mine, ati-j 
other valuable copper claim, is hero this 
week looking after business interests. 
He visited the Valeric yesterday, but 
has as yet said nothing as to his plans 
for future operations. 

"The price of copper has gone up 
from 16 to 2,'i cents per pound within the 
past few months, and there is every rea- 
son to believe, there will be a still more 
material advance within the coming 
year." 

J, T. Llthgow, comptroller, and A. ,T. 
Beaudette, mining expert of the govern- 
ment, who have returned to Wliiteliorse 
from a tour of the southern section of 
Yukon territory, brought news of much 
activity. According to the Whitehorse 
Star, Mr. Lithgow says that the expen- 
diture of $30,000 in the southern end of 
the territory for roads this year wns 
money well placed. Roads were built 
connecting Carcross with, Conrad, Con- 
rad with the Venus mine; Robinson with 
Watson, and Whitehorse with the Pue- 
blo and Carlisle mines. 

" 'The Pueblo mine,' says Mr. Lith- 
gow, 'which is being opened up by Byron 
White of Spokane, lias 1,000 tons of ore 
on the dump. It will be shipped to the 
outside smellers this winter. If every- 
thing develops properly, that district 
probably will demand direct railways to 
the mines and u smelter.

The dredge King Edward Is expected 
to arrive in Victoria In about ten days' 
time, and an Immediate start will be 
made towards filling in the area sur- 
rounding the C. P. R. hotel. The city 
is under contract to have this work 
done before the hotel is complete; and 
as it necessarily will take many weeks 
before the mud will settle. It is abso- 
lutely necessary that a start be made 
at once. 

The welcome news that the dredge 
would come to the city was received 
by Mayor Morley several clays ago, but 
it was only yesterday that he was able 
to make it public. There la consider- 
able filling in to be done — an average 
of seven feet over the entire space — 
and consequently it Is expected that It 
will take several weeks to complete the 
work. It will very likely be several 
dnys after the arrival or the dredge 
before work will bo commenced. The 
pipe through which the mud will pass 
under the causeway will have to be 
repaired 'as the result of damage done 
while laying tho water main. 

With the completion 01 the city's 
share of the contract, the company will I 
lose no time in having the necessary j 
black earth filling nauled to the 
grounds, in order that an early start 
may be made In ueautlfylng the 
grounds. 



'The announcement was made yester- 
day Hint Robert Kell, jr., has assumed 
the management of the pioneer grocery 
business of Koll & Oo., corner of Fort 
nnd Blond streets, he- having purchased 
Hie sluires of ill.

Father of Mrs. James L, Beckwith of 
This City. 

The Boston Evening Transcript, in its 
issue of Oct. 31st, had the following in 
reference to the death of the fnther of 
Mrs. ,7. L. Beckwith. of this city, 

•'The death took 'place nt Clements, 
X. S., on the 17th inst., of Arthur J. 
Mcl-eml, late of 50 School street, Boston 
nttoniev-nt-lnw, nnd commissioner for 
Nova Scotia. He was graduated from 
Harvard in 18C0, and practiced his pro- 
fession in the city of Boston. His as- 
sociates nt the bar will remember him as 
n man of absolute integrity well versed 
in the lnw nnd widely informed ininany 
other directions.: ia«! . was also, a writer 
of ability, from his early years n.fre- 
u'ueht contributor ' to the press, and in 
Inter life ■author of nn historical novel, 
"The Notary" of Grand Pre." In 1003, 
after the publication of his book, he re- 
tired from practice and removed to Nova 
Scotia, where lie resided till his death. 

"Mr. McLeod came from line Scottish 
and Puritan ancestry, being a lineal de- 
scendant from the Dunvegnn McLeods 
of Skve, nnd from Stephen Hopkins and 
Richard Warren of "Mayflower" fame. 
A widow and live daughters survive 
him, Mrs. (Dr.) Ellis of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., Mrs. J, L. Beckwith of Victoria-, 
B. C, Grace Dean Rogers, author of 
"Acadian Folk Lore," Knthcriue, of 
Honolulu, H. T., and Josephine, wife of 
Dr. Dewis of Boston. 

R. R. McLeod, the well known Cana- 
dian litterateur, is n brother, and Ciof- 
ton I!. McLeod, a member of the Suf- 
folk bar, is a nephew of tho deceased." 

REVISITING OLD HOME. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Dougall Renewing 
Old Acquaintances in New Orleans. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat in 
its issue of Oct. 81, lmd the following: 

"After an absence of more than six- 
teen years from New Orleans, John 
Dougall, n retired foundrymnn of Vic- 
toria, British Columbia, who came to 
| this city nt the age of ten, served his op- 
I prenticeship in the old Shakespeare foun- 
dry and left in 1859 for British Columbia 
| to seek his fortune, is back in the city 
I with his aged wife, formerly Rose Anna 
.Graham of New Orleans. Their purpose 
in this visit is to spend their golden wed- 
ding anniversary in this city Feb. li), 
l!)l»7, and they nre at the St. Charles 
hotel with the intention of remaining 
i here during the coming winter. Mr. 
■Dougall is a brother of Copt. George H. 
Dougall, also a retired foundrymiiu and 
realty owner, who has resided nt 1717 
Clio street thirty years, and this is 1 ho 
second visit which his Canadian brother 
bus paid him in forty-odd years. 

"Both men hnve amnssed competen- 
cies, Mr. Dougall from Victoria being 
unite a wealthy man. He left this city 
in 185!), after being married but about 
three years, and took the Isthmian route 
to the Far Northwest. His trip required 
thirty days' constant traveling, nnd was 
from New Orleans to Aspinwnll, nnd 
thence to Colon, 'Panama, where he took 
a ship lo San Francisco. From there 
he. took ship to Portland, traveling up 
the Columbia river to Victoria. He par- 
ticipated in the Fraser river gold rush 
in 181k!, living for some time in the Cari- 
boo country. Later be was in the lum- 
ber business for a time, nnd finally foun- 
ded the Alius Iron Works, where he 
made himself n wealthy man. He re- 
tired from business in 1883, and but 
prior to that lime built a hotel called the 
Dougall house, which he operated for 
some time. 

"His aged wife was nn ardent South- 
erner nnd distinguished herself in the 
early years of the civil war by making a 
Confederate ling which was raised in 
Victoria, Hie first ever raised on Van- 
couver Island. 

"Mr. Dougall says that British Colum- 
bia is the country for the young man 
who desires to make his fortune. Said 
he: "I would give anything if I was but 
forty years younger, so that I could go 
into Hint section and gel the benefit nf 
its vast wealth.

It included many 
varieties. In fact there were some speci- 
mens of everything that flourishes upon 
the fertile soil and Ihe salubrious cli- 
mate of the western slope of British 
Columbia. 

This will bo the third time that n 
display of the kind lias been made by 
the provincial government at the Royal 
Horticultural association's show in Lon- 
don. On the previous occasions the re- 
sult was the securing of the gold medal 
for the best exhibit of the kind. This 
year tho exhibition Is being made on a 
more extensive scale than ever before. 
The British Columbia fruit will lie 
shown not only at the central fair men- 
tioned, but nt minor exhibitions at the 
places and dates appended: Norwich, 
Nov. 22nd, 23rd nnd 24th; Edinburgh, 
Nov. 15th, Kith and 17th: Aberdeen, 
Nov. 24th nnd 25th; Islington, 10th anil 
14th of December; Plymouth, 1-1 111 and 
15th of December.

It. .M. y. Empress of China, which 
reached port yesterday afternoon, 
brought news from Japan that, excite- 
ment was prevailing at Vladivostok two 
days prior to the sailing of the liner 
from Vokoliaina because,.-, pi; the report 
current there that the Russian- concerted 
cruisers Silka and lvollmu; sent to net as 
patrol boats at. the Copper, Inland seal- 
ing grounds, had been sunk' by li Japan- 
ese destroyer- in the neighborhood of Cop- 
per Islands. Japanese, vernacular news- 
papers publish despatches from Vladi- 
vostok telling pJC excitement occasioned 
nt the Russian port in consequence of 
the report. The majority discredit the 
report, and the Japan .Mail says: "There 
is no Japanese destroyer nt the seal isl- 
ands, nor has t here been for many 
months. If a catastrophe has occurred 
it lias probably been caused by collision 
with some of the mines which seem to 
be still Heating about in those northern 
waters, inUicting injury chiefly after the 
occasion for it lias reused." 

The Silka and Kolima are two of 
three Russian converted cruisers of high 
speed, sent to patrol the Copper Island 
sealing grounds this spring .in,, cpnse- 
. iiuence of organized raids, miuiq last 
; slimmer at these seal islands by ..the 
■Japanese sealers from ports of Jvokkni- 
'do, principally Hakodate. , Last ■■ y«a.r 
six scaling schooners proceeded from 
Japan with the crews well equipped 
with riliesnnd small, quiek-ifirlng- meld 
giins. Landing with the field piece, a 
part of the organized crews of the Jap- 
anese sealers attacked the Russian 
guard maintained on the seal rqpjcery, 
and n veritable guerilla war resulted, in 
which 'Jl Japanese, including the mas- 
ter of one of the schooners, were killed. 
•A number of Russians were also killed 
by the raiders. Eight thousand dead 
seals were left on the bench when the 
raiders were ultimately driven from the 
rookery by the guunif, which fought more 
strenuously than the Invaders expected. 
Organized raids were also made during 
the previous season, when a number of. 
Japanese and Russians were also killed. 
It was because of these raids that the 
Russian government sent the Silka and 
Kolima, with nuothcr vessel, to guard 
the rookeries of Copper Islands, and the 
majority of the Japanese sealing schoon- 
ers, in consequence, went io Retiring sea 
this season, instead of hunting near Cop- 
per Islands. Notwithstanding the pres- 
ence of the Silka. Knlima anil her mate, 
however, some of the Japanese vessels 
again essayed raids, with the result thai 
during this season no less Inactive Jap- 
anese sealing 'schooners w'erc- seized at 
•the- Copper Islands, and -taken to Petro- 
pnvlovsk, • where the crews -were impris- 
oned and (he schooners confiscated. 

One of the passengers of the Empress 
of China, a Yokohama merchant, who 
declined to permit his name to be used, 
in an interview' with a Colonist reporter 
yesterday, said Bardn Rrtiggen of the 
Kamchatka Development company, 
which has a lease of 'the seal rookeries 
on Copper and Bearing Islands from the 
Russian government, similar to the lease 
held by the Alaska Commercial company 
from the United Stales of the rookeries 
on the Prlbyloffs, is in 'i'okio endeavor- 
ing to have the Japanese government 
take steps to punish the seal raiders ami 
put an end to organized raids being made 
from northern Japanese ports OH ' the 
Copper Island rookeiVs. The Colonists 
informant said Huron Bruggeu was feel- 
lug despondent, the Japanese govern- 
ment, presumably taking advantage ol 
the weak stale of Russia at present, q> 
dining to take action; in fact, denying 
thai such raids had taken place. The 
merchant from Japan also stated that no 
action was being tuken by the govern- 
ment against the sealers who had return- 
ed to Japan after raiding the Seapaudi 
rookerv on St. Paul Islnud. in Behring 
sou. The schooner Toyei Marti No. '1, 
the principal raiding vessel, had return- 
ed to Akishi, in North Japan, and laud- 
ed 192 skins taken from the United 
states rookery in, Behring sea, also the 
body of one of the victims of the Am- 
erican (fuards, which had been carried in 
salt in the schooner's. hold and surrepti- 
tiously landed. The master reported thai 
his crew had been treacherously tired 
upon when landing, for water; but this 
statement was known by the officials to 
be false. Until he left Japan by the 
Empress of China no action whatever, 
of punishment or remonstrance, had 
been taken by the Japanese government. 

Huron llruggen has collected consider- 
able data of raids, poaching expeditions 
and various outrages of the Japanese ad- 
venturers on the Copper Islands, Rob- 
ben Rank rookery— since taken posses- 
sion of by Japan— and on tin- Kamchat- 
ka and Sagbnlien coast. One instance, 
of which evidence has been secured by 
Baron 'Bruggen, deals with the killing of 
a Russian sub-lieutenant and seventeen 
Russians by the crew of the Japanese 
schooner Putunii Mnru, in June last, on 
the Knmcliatkan coast. The information 
secured by the agent of the Kamchatknn 
Development company is that the .Tnpr 
anese landed at the mouth of a river 
witli salt and various equipment, and 
made a fishing camp. They proposed to 
operate in the river, and their catch 
was to be loaded on the b'utnmi Maru, 
which was nt anchor near the river 
mouth. 

When the reports concerning the es- 
tablishment of a fishing camp were nuute 
to the Russian officer at the nearest sta- 
tion, he went with a squad of men, 
nearly all unarmed, and started tn ques- 
tion the Japanese. One Suzuki was act- 
ing as interpreter. When the Russian 
..nicer began to question him. the Jap- 
anese suddenly dragged a 'sword cane 
from its cover and stabbed the sub lieu- 
tenant, killing him and a man standing 
Immediately behind him. The Japanese, 
n score or more in number, then fell 
upon the Russians, and killed seventeen 
in all. One Japanese was killed. The 
others went on board the Kutaiui Maru 
and immediately put to sea. When the 
affair was reported, a Russian boat gave 
chase, but failed to overhaul the Futnmi 
Mnru. 

Many other poaching affairs were also 
noted by Baron Bruggen, Including a 
number at Copper Islands. The schoon- 
ers iDatfuku Muni arid Toyei Mnru No. 
it attempted a raid there In July, with 
the result that both were seized by the 
converted cruiser Silka, Which happened 
lo return frdln a cruise opportunely. The 
Toyei Maru No. !S Was soized wlien at- 
' tempting to get away after 'slipping her 



cable, and the Daifuku Maru, which was 
in command of n C'apt. Ireka, remained 
at anchor, her mnster endeavoring to 
contend that he had put into the bay 
fronting the seal rookery for shelter 
from heavy weather".! The schooifer was 
also seized. 



(. SIR WILFRID CRITICIZED. 

London Saturday Review. 

T. P. O'Connor addressed n meeting nt 
Ottawa a low-days' ago ou Home Rule for 
Ireland, and at the close of his speech Sir 
Wilfrid Taurler said: "I am a Home Ruler. 
There Is no true Cannldan who is not. The 
way lo pave and accomplish Imperial unity 
Is to grant Home Rule to Ireland." The 
prime 'minister of lite Dominion clinched 
this Iniportal declaration by subscribing 
£10, to which the monster meeting added 
mi). We arc Ignorant of what precise 
purpose this not very Imposing sum was 
subscribed: the correspondent of the Times 
says It. was "taken up for the Nationalist 
cnuBO'.'; wi> should think It would fall to 
pay Mr. O'Conndr'4 expenses. But JVC are 
.surprised that so clever a man as Sir Wil- 
frid Lnurler should not see the absurdity 
and impropriety of Ids position. The do- 
mestic polities of Ureal 'Britain are no bus- 
iness of the govornmonl of the Dominion. 
Individual Canadians mav. of 'course, think 
and say whal Ihev like about lldino Hole, 
or the Kducatloii 'lllll. or the Trades Dis- 
putes ,B111. Their opinions would not be 
valuable, hern n.sc thev cannot lie cognizant 
of the facts; but tbeV would be the harm- 
less utterance of private persons. The 
premier of the Dominion, however, speaking 
at a public meeting, Is held to represent the 
sentiments of the confederated colonies of 
North America. No one who knows any- 
thlufe of Onlarlo, or Manitoba, or the North- 
west, .provinces, or British Columbia will 
believe that cverv "true Canadian" Is In 
favor .if Home Rule for Ireland. The flrst 
loffeel then- for sucti a speech must lie to 
excite Irritation amoilgsl the Scotch and 
[Protestant Irish In the Dominion, nnd Hint 
Cue Scotch arc a powerful factor lo Canada 
the Mlnto-Dundoiinld episode ought to have 
Impressed upon sir Wilfrid Laurier. The 
other consequences will surely be to breed 
Lad blood unite gratuitously, between Can- 
ada and half the British nation, of which 
II Is admitted. In- Mr. Winston CllurclUll, 
that (In- Unionist nartv Is .'(imposed. It is 
possible that Sir Wilfrid Laurier thinks the 
Radicals will be tn ofrice for twenty years 
and that the Unionists don't matter. Talk 
lug of our own parlies reminds us Hint Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier has an ur.ctenf scheme of 
Ids own to gel through, which will require 
the eon-sent of the Imperial government. 
The dav ivfter >Mr. O'Connor's .gathering 
Sir Wilfrid Lnurler . atended a conference 
of the provincial premies of Canada. A 
scheme or financial rend lust moot Is on fool, 
by which the provinces are to get a larger 
contribution from the Dominion towards 
the expenses nf administration. This Is so 
radical a departure from the financial basis 
on which the eon federal Ion was settled that 
the sanction nf Wlilteliull — so II Is held by 

lawyers — will be n 'ssary. Sir Wilfrid 

Laurier Is anxious to carry this readjust- 
ment, particularly as the premier or British 
Columbia "asks for more." anil declares 
that he will go to Downing street lo get 
It. It Is therefore conceivable thai Sir 
Wilfrid Lnurlor's outburst about Home 
I'.ule Is Intended to nave 'he war, not to 
Imperial unity, but to the carriage of :r 
lllll amending the Confederation A'et 
through the Imperial parliament. If this 
Is Sir Wilfrid Laurler's object, we tell 
him plalnlv that II Is n niece ef sly sub- 
serviencies' to the Radicals nnd the Irish 
Vntlnnallsts. of which we had not deemed 
htm capable. It is either this or a mere 
kihnlttlon of Impertinence, which can only 
he compared with Sir Henry Campbell- 
"annerman's senile ejaculation about (he 
Russian dmnna. 

The best measure or Sir Wilfrid Laurler's 
mistake Is afforded bv tbemlress to the 
ICIng on the snbleot of Home Rule for Ire- 
land by his subjects In Australia, which 
has just been Issued by the colonial office 
as a parliamentary paper. The two Rouses 
or the Comori wealth parliament, conceiving 
that the United Kingdom can best be gov- 
erned front the antipodes, passed last year 
resolutions In favor' or Hom e Itu'e. The 
address Is a protest 'Mr "1110 undersigned 
men. and women of Australia" against the 
rantnstln proynm.ptlon. and runs as follows- 

"We have always regarded (Questions nf- 
reeling the parliamentary svvtoni the 
United Kingdom as beyond the legitimate 
nrnvfhcp or the Australian legislature; W« 
believe the niemberp of that body world 
keenly resent any sueh Interference hy Hie 
Imperial parliament In questions affectin'. 
the constitution of Hie Commonwealth 
Both Houses of the Commonwealth narlla 
meal have passed h- majority resolution' 
l" favor of Home Ttu'e for Ireland, and Hi. 
House of rtenre<entatlves lias gone so far 
,.9 |o 'embody its resolutions In an address 
to your Mnjpsty. We desire tn condemn le 
the' strongest possible , manner the ronduel 
"f both Houses. The question ef Home 
Rule for Ireland has never been discussed 
at Pi>T federal or stale eleetbn In this part 
of Hie world. We firmly believe, nnd most 
rpsnect-fi'illv submit, that sectarian Idas et- 
hical nolltleal opportunism is largely 
snonslble for the unauthorized action of 
Hie Federal parliament. 

"We deplore the unwarrantable Intrusion 
Into the sphere of Australian polities or 
this burning nnestlon, which so bitterly 
divides the political parlies or the mother- 
land. We earnestly protest against the 
resolutions referred to, and beg lo assure 
vour Majesty Hint thev are not In accord- 
ance wltli the views of n vast majority of 
Australians." 

No words at our command can convey a 
more crushing rebuke to the prime minister 
of the Dominion. It Is Indeed time Hint 
colonial' politicians In both hemispheres 
learned that Mr. Chamberlain's generous 
and swelling language about the empire 
must not be taken too literally. It Is a 
thousand pit leu tha Mr. Chamberlain Is nut 
at Rio colonial office to receive these ad- 
monitions on the subject of Home Rule. 
We can Imagine the sort of replies be 
would send to the Commonwealth parlia- 
ment and Sir Wilfrid Laurier.

ABY-LAW 



To Authorize the Purchase of I.nnds for 
Agricultural, :and Industrial Exhibition 
Purposes, and other Corporate Purposes 
and to raise the sum or $50,000 to provide 
the necessary purchase money and for In- 
cidental purposes and Improvements at 
the Exhibition Buildings. 

Whereas a petition under section. 69" of 
the Municipal Clauses Act litis been pre- 
sented to the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the dlty of Victoria, signed by 
the owners of more than one-tenth of the 
value of the real property in the City of 
victoria, as shown by the' last revised As- 
sessment Roll, requesting the said Council 
to introduce a By-law to raise the stun of 
$•■0,000 by way of loan upon the credit of 
the Corporation wherewith to purchase the 
Bowker Park Company's land, being sub- 
division 11 of Section 28, Victoria District, 
and to provide funds for improving; the 
same nnd for improvements ut the Agri- 
cultural Exhibition Building. 

And Whereas the whole amount required 
tp be raised miuuallv by rate for repaying 
the said debt nnd the Interest thereon and 
for creating an annual sinking fund for 
paying the said debt within fifty years, 
according to law Is $2.1)27.00; 

And Whereas the whole ratable land nnd 
improvements or rent property of the said 
Corporation of the said City of Victoria, 
according to the last revised Assessment 
Roll for the year 1000 Is $14,(1:11,4(10; 

And Whereas It, will require an annual 
rate of l-«th or a mill on the dollar for 
paying the new debt and Interest; 

And Whereas this By-law may not be al- 
tered nr repealed without the consent of 
the Ueutenniit-Governor.-ln-Councll; 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows: 

1. It shall he lawful for the Council or 
the Corporation or the City of Victoria to 
purchase till that certain piece or parcel or 
land situate in the District or Victoria and 
being more particularly described as fol- 
lows: Bounded on the north by the' Hud- 
son Bay Company's farm; on the south by 
the Cadhoro Bay Road; on the east by 
sub-divlslon B (live) and on the west by 
sub-dlvlslou t! (six), and otherwise colored 
yellow on the mib-dlvlslon map or Section 
28 of Victoria District aforesaid, and being 
sub-divlslon 11 (eleven) of Section '.'$, con- 
taining slxty-thtreo acres more or less; and 
lo pay the sum of $10,000, the purchase 
price, out of the proceeds of Hie debentures 
hereinafter authorized, and to expend the 
balance for the purpose of improving the 
said hind and for Improvements at the A«- 
rlcultura! Inhibition Building. 

2. It shnll be lawful for the Mayor of 
the Corporation of the Cltv of Victoria to 
borrow upon Hie credit of the said Cor- 
poration by way of the debentures herein^ 
after mentioned, from any 1 person . or. per- 
sons, or body or bodies corporate, . who iiiny 
be willing to- advance the same . as u loan, 
a sum of money not exceeding In the. wlude 
the sum ef $50,000 currency or sterling 
money, ut the rate of 4.SC 2-3 dollars to 
the one pound sterling, und to cause all 
such sums so raised or received to he paid 
Into the hands of the Treasurer «f the enld 
Corporation for the purpose and with the 
object hereinbefore referred to. « 

3. It .shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be 
made, executed and issued for auch sums 
as may be required, not exceeding, how- 
ever, the sum of $50,000 either in currency 
or sterling money (nt the rate' of -1.8(1 2-3 
dollars to the one pound sterling), each or 
the said debentures being or the amount of 
$1,000.00, or Its sterling equivalent, at the 
rate aforesaid', and ail such debentures shall 
bo sealed with the seal of the said corpora- 
tion and signed by the Mayor thereof. 

4. The said debentures shall near date 
of the day after the Until passing of this 
By-law, and shall he payable in fifty years 
from the said date nt such place either in 
the Dominion of Canada, Grent Britain or 
the United States of America as may be 
designated thereon, and shall have attached 
to them coupons for the payment of Inter- 
est, und the signatures to the interest 
coupons may be either written, stamped, 
nrinted or lithographed. 

5. The sold debentures shnll bear inter- 
est nt the rate of four per cent per an- 
num from the dale thereof, which Interest 
shall be payable hair-yearly at sueh place. 
eKhet in the Dominion or Canada, Great 
Britain or Hie United States of America, as 
may be expressed In Hie debentures nnd 
coupons; ' '' T 

0. It shall be lawful ror the said Mayor 
lo enusc the said debentures nnd tho In- 
terest coupons, either or both, to he made 
payable at such place, either In the Domin- 
ion of Canada, Great Britain,- -or the 
United States of America, as may be de- 
sired. 

7. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of 
the said Corporation to dispose of the said 
debentures nt a Tate below par and to 
authorize the Treasurer to pay out of Hie 
Slims so raised by the sale of the said de- 
bentures all expenses connected with the 
preparation and lithographing of the de- 
bentures nnd coupons, or any discount or 
commission or other charges Incidental to 
the sale of the said debentures. 

8. It deemed advisable by the Mayor, 
there shall In tho said debentures he re- 
served to the Corporation the right upon 
any future consolidation of the debenture 
Indebtedness of the city to substitute de- 
bentures of such consolidation secured upon 
the credit of the city generally. Such con- 
solidated debentures shall contain the like 
covenants, conditions and restrictions as 
are contained In the debentures issued In 
pursuance or this By-law, and In each de- 
benture Issued hereunder, a clause con- 
ditioned for such substitution may be In- 
serted. 

0. For the purpose of raising annually 
Hie sum required for the payment of the 
Interest on the said debentures during their 
currency, there shall be raised annually the 
sum of $2,000 nnd for the purpose of creat- 
ing the sinking fund aforesaid for the pay- 
ment of the <'.iiit at maturity, there shnll 
tie raised annually the sum of $.'!27.O0. 

10. For the purpose of the payment or 
the said sums In the next preceding para- 
graph mentioned, there shnll be raised and 
levied In each yenr a rate of l-(Uh of one 
mill In the dollar on nil the ratable land 
and Improvements In the City of Victoria 
during the continuance of the said deben- 
tures or any of them. 

11. This By-law snail, before the flnnl 
passing thereof, receive the assent of the 
electors of the said Corporation In the 
mnnner provided for in the .Municipal 
Clauses Act, and shnll take effect on the 
day after the flnnl passing thereof. 

12. This By-law may he cited as the 
"Land Purchase and Loan By-law, KtoO."

The vessel was only twenty 
miles from where she had been seen by an

Pioneer Steamer Built by Russians at 
Sitka Is Lost. 

Old-timers Will remember the excitement 
occasioned In April. 1808. when the oldest 
.steamer built on the I'acillc coast, the Rus- 
sian gunboat Polltltofsy, then transformed, 
into a merchant craft, arrived here, aur 
the news of the wreck of the old Sitka 
built craft at St. Michael will be of Inter, 
est. The FolitkoteUv, or as she was more 
familiarly called, the "roily," Is breaking 
up on the rocks near St; Michael, llullt by 
the Russians At Sitka, tbf old-time Alaskan 
capital, she wns lir»t used ns a .gunboat, 
and two of her old oanno are now or 
Buget Sound. One li on the tug Favorite 
the other at the campus of th* University 
of Washington at Seattle. At tlie time of 
the transfer of Alaska lu 1807, the Polly 
was sold to the t'nlted States, and after- 
ward wns sold to Captain William Kohl by 
the government, and was taken to Snu 
Francisco. It was there that her copper 
1, oilers were removed and sold. The hollers 
alone brought -more than was paid for tho 
vessel. There are the only copper hollers 
which were taken from n vessel on the 
Pacific coast. She was fitted with expen 
slve steel compound engines, manufactured 
In Baltimore, and sent to Sitka around tho 
Horn expresslv .for n Russlun fur trading 
vessel, which' was wrecked a few years 
■before the Polly was built. 

In announcing tho arrival of . the boat 
from Sitka after the purchase, the Victor! 
Colonist, dated April 22. 1SC>8. said: 

"Sitka may well be proud of her marln 
architecture. The steamer rolitkofslty' is 
one c-'' the jnost ma.sniticent specimens of 
home-made murine architecture we h 
vet beheld. She looks as If she had been 
thrown together after dark by an Indian 
ship erapenter, with stone tools. . 
We h'enr she is to be rebuilt: s,be needs 
It: To be appreciated she must he seen."

I may say we have kept detailed occounts 
of all work pertaining to cement sidewalks, 
nnd ■find that nfter deducting nil citrns In 
the way of filling, retaining wnlls, surveys, 
drainage, debentures, etc., the average, cost 
of the cement work 5 inches thick is 14%c. 
'Per square foot. Comparing this with the 
ordinary thickness of 4 Inches would brliiK 
the cost to 11 l-3c. per square foot, which 
in my opinion, Is verv reasonable, consider- 
ing that the clnss of'work done here Is su- 
perior nnd the thlcknesn of the concrete Is 
In 'excess of the- mnjorltv of other cities. 

Tn concision I may sav that before such 
misrepresentations n're made to the public, 
In my opinion, in nil fairness, Information 
ought to lie verified nt my office, where 
the cost of the various works enn be ob- 
tained at any time. 
I Aid. Hall said that the report should 
I be given ns much publicity as possible, 
and that a copy bo scut to the Property 
Owners' association. Ho pointed out 
that some of the critics of the board 
were in too much of a hurry in jump- 
ing at conclusions. 

Aid. Fell said thnt there was another 
who was continually criticising the ac- 
tion of the board, without investigating 
the facts. 

Aid. Fullerton said it would be a great 
mistake to go back to contract work, as 
the work done under the day labor was 
much better. 

His Worship said, while referring to 
the sidewalks, the street committee 
should inspect the work done during the 
past year. 

The reporl was received and a copy 
will be sent to the Property Owners' as- 
sociation.

The finance committee reported that

J. Mimteith nnd thnt a grant of Ijwfif) 
bad already been made towards th 
Anti-Tuberculosis fund; nnd recommend- 
ed that Iho offer of Lieut. Governor 
Dunstnuir of OS cents for the debentures 
on the water works bylaw he accepted 

Aid. Hall was strongly in favor of 
giving .'fT'iO towards the sanitarium, 
pointing out that it would do more good 
expending this amount now, than three 
times us much ill tlie future. He Was 
willing to cut down some oilier expend! 
ture, in order to assist: the sanitarium 

The portion of the report referring to 
tlie sanitarium was referred back to tlie 
finance committee nnd the offer of Lieut. 
Governor Dunsmuir of OS cents for 
water works debentures was accepted. 

The same committee presented ac- 
counts amounting to .'J.l.lTS, which were 
received and ordered paid. 

Aid. Fell moved that Mr. Church be 
informed that his offer of §1,100 for two 
lols on Niagara streV will be accepted 
on the understanding that the snle be 
made subject to the payment of the as- 
sessment to be made on the two lots in 
respect of the permanent sidewalks al- 
ready made: and nf all frontage tax, 
sewer rate, and other rate, nnd assess- 
ments now or hereafter to be made in re- 
spect of the property, Mr, Church to 
accede to these terms on or before the 
22nd inst, otherwise the offer to he de- 
clined. 

The motion wns seconded by Aid.

Oil LICENSE QUESTION 

Introduces By-laws Which Con- 
tain Provisions Drastic in 
Some Particulars 



His Worship Mayor Motley at the 
council meeting last evening asked leave 
to introduce a by-law for the regulation 
of licensed premises and of the applica- 
tion for liquor licenses and, their issue. 
Notice wns also given that he will rec- 
ommend to the legislation committct 
that they frame all necessary amending 
sections to the Municipal Clauses Act 
to enable Ihe council to create a fund 
for compensation for the extinguishment 
of liquor licenses out of liquor license 
taxation; with power to the city to con- 
tribute; for .confining the compensation 
to the special fund nnd creating a tri- 
bunal, of arbitration to ascertain such 
compensation; deliuing and limiting the 
grounds for compensation; and that such 
amendments as may be recommended by 
the committee be sought in the ensuing 
sitting of I lie legislative assembly. 

In introducing the motion. His Wor 
ship said it was a matter that he wished 
to see the committor: look into, explain 
ing thnt a portion of tlie revenue dc 
rived from tlie liquor licenses could bo 
set aside to extinguish some of the li 
censes that the commissioners had do 
cided were not for the host interest of

The ques- 
tion was laid. over for 11 week. 

The by-law recommended by His Wor- 
ship for the regulation of licenser] prem- 
ises will be considered tit; a special meet- 
ing. It: provides that any license issued 
after .fan. 1-1 shall ' be subject to tho 
board of licensing commissioners. 

In section 12 all applications for a 
liquor license must be accompanied by a 
plan of the building in which it is pro- 
posed to carry on the business; and no 
change \hall be made without consent of 
the board. 

Section 3 makes it compulsory for 
every bolder of a license to apply to the 
board on tho second Wednesday in De- 
cember for a renewal; such application 
to be. made on or before Dec. L 

A saloon license shall be for the sale 
and consumption of liquor in a barroom 
only. A saloon shall consist of a bar- 
room and a kitchen, storeroom, or lav- 
atory, which shall be used for the pur- 
poses indicated. 

The only menus of entering or leaving 
n saloon shall lie by a door on the thor- 
oughfare on which the saloon faces. En- 
trances must ho provided so that a clear 
view may bo obtuiued of the barroom at 
all times. Cellars and basements shall 
bo used for storage purposes only. 

Saloons shall he closed and locked 
from 11:30 p. m. till a. in. every day 
of the week, and from .11 p. ra. Satur- 
day till G a. ni. Monday; also on Christ* 
inns nnd provincial election days. 

No gambling, card playing, dicing or 
other games of chance will be allowed, 
cither for money or money's worth. Not 
only docs this apply to the liquor license, 
but to every business in the city. 

No hotel liquor license shall he grant- 
ed for any premises without thirty fur- 
nished rooms. 

There shall he no barroom in a restau- 
rant, and liquor only supplied at meals, 

The by-law also provides thnt the en- 
trances to boxes or partitloned-ofl res- 
taurants shall he open, and no curtains 
or other closing devices used. ,
